ADDIS ADEBA, Abyssinia, Oct. 
31.—*Col.” Hubert Julian, New 
York Negro aviator and self-styled 
chief of the air force of the Ethi- 
opian army, has been ordered home 
in disgrace by Emperor Ras Ta- 
fari, because he wrecked a plane 
reserved for the coming corona- 
tion festivities. The Emperor wit- 
nessed the accident. 

Julian, who was known among 
his friends as the “Black Eagle,” 
and had gained much notoriety at 
home and abroad by his aerial 
exploits, disobeyed the Emperor's 
orders and took up the plane in 
order to demonstrate to the Em- 
peror and other spectators 


jumper. 

Scarcely had he risen 100 feet 
when the plane crashed. Julian 
escaped with a few bruises, but 
the machine was irretrievably dam- 
aged. 

At first the Emperor wanted to 
put Julian in jail, but finally de- 
cided to deport him.

Stockard for an explanation and to 
get from his records the answers 
they have unsuccessfully sought by 
eahdeaaiats and registered mail. 

Both declared after the confer. 
etrce that. Stockardvhad admitted 
he had received the inquiries and 
had kept them. He added, accord- 
ing to Holmes and Rosenbaum, 
that he and his superior, Secretary 
of State Becker, had agreed the 
St. Louis Better Business Bureau 
was not entitled to answers to let- 
ters directed to the Securities De- 


“When we pressed him for his 
reason for such an odd deciston he 
became angry,” Holmes said. “He 
told us anyone else in the State 
could get the information except 
the St. Louis Better Business Bu- 
reau or members of tts staff. He 
told us the records of his depart- 
ment were public, however, and 
hence open to our Inspection and 
we are going over them today our- 
selves to answer our inquiries.” 

Stockard and Becker were se- 
verely criticised. by the bureau in 
connection with the collapse of W. 
H. Young & Bros... Inc., St. Louis 
investment house which failed last 
March with losses of more than 
$2,000,000 to investors. William H. 
and Fred C. Young, promoters of 
the firm, pleaded gullity in Federal 
Court yesterday of mail fraud in 
connection with the failure and 
will be sentenced Dec. 1. 

The Bette: Business Bureau 
eriticised Becker and Stockard for 
failing to order an examination of 
the firm after complaints were 
made of its operations. Four 
months before the crash the bu- 
reau itself asked Stockard to make 


an examination and when the com- 
pany failed the Better Business 
Bureau made public the fact that 
he had promised to investigate and 
‘had failed to do so. 

| In past years the Better Business 
Bureau, which functions without 
charge for itg advice to investors, 
has been the chief reliance of the 
Securities Department in curtailing 
the operations of dishonest opera- 
tors. 

Bureau Protects Investors. 

The bulk of the “cease and de- 
sist’ orders of the department di- 
‘rected against operators dangerous 
to the investment public have been 
based upon investigations made 
either by the St. Louls or Kansas 
City bureaus. The department has 
no investigators of its own.

This loan, Linebarger said, will 
be used to rehabilitate China by 
diverting millions of men engaged 
in war into peaceful production.

PRIGE OF WALES WIL 
VT SOUTH AMER 


Itinerary Not Completed, but 
He Will Cover Much of 
Hoover’s Ground. 


By the Areociated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 31.—The Prince 
of Wales next year will cover much 
of the territory visited by Presi- 
dent-elect Hoover on his’ South 
American tour. The complete itin- 
erary and the date of departure 
cannot be stated definitely, since 
both are still subject to change, 
Sir Godfrey Thomas, private sec- 
retary, said today. 

Sir Godfrey specified Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, Peru and Cuba as 
nations which the Prince will visit. 
“There is a possibility of His Royal 
Highness’ entering the Argentine by 
way of the West Coast of South 
America,”” he said. 

If this plan is to be carried out, 
the royal party will leave England 
probably in December on an ordi- 
nary passenger steamer, going di- 
rect to Havana. 

The visit to Cuba will be brief, 
his steamer remaining in Havana 
only a few hours before proceeding 
to the Panama Canal. 

“His highness is not making an 
affair of his Cuban visit,” Sir God- 
frey said, ‘“‘but of course he will be 
delighted to see one more Latin- 
American capital.” 

From Peru the Prince will pro- 
ceed to Chile and thence by rail 
across the Andes to Argentine and 
Brazil. Whether he will come home 
from Brazil in a British warship 
or by ordinary steamer has not 
been decided.

Precautions Follow Arrest of 7 
Communists for Intimidating 
Employment Agencies.

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Oct. 31.-— 
Extra police, with machine .guns 
and tear gas bombs, guarded the 
downtown district today ag @ pre- 
caution against the threatened 
bombing of employment agencies 
by Communists and jobless men, 
Seven Communists, ineluding 
Mike Danieis, district organizer, 
were arrested last night, accused 


of intimidating employment agen- 
cy proprietors and forcing them to 
return money they had collected 
from inen applying for jobs. The 
entire police force was called on 
duty at headquarters after several 
brawls had occurred in the streets 
and reports were circulated that a 
group of unemployed men would 
march on the jail. 

Twenty-five policemen with ma- 
chine guns and tear gas bombs, 
went to the jail but no marchers 
appeared. 

Arrest of the seven followed a 
series of visits at employment 
agencies by groups of Communists 
and unemployed. The agency man- 
agers said the men had forced 
them to return deposits made by 
applicants. Arrests were made aft- 
er the agency managers identified 
the seven men as those who had 
threatened to bomb them. 

Four of the prisoners were tak- 
en in a raid on the local Com- 
munist party headquarters. 

Other threats to blow up em- 
ployment agencies were said to 
have been made after the raid. 

A meeting cf the City Council 
was held under guard of police- 
men. No trouble developed. 

It was said at Communist head- 
quarters that a new meeting place, 
including a large hall, had been 
rented and would be used bcecgin- 
ning today.

Treatments by radio were given 
ffom the office of Dr. J. E. John- 
sgon, and even if there was no re- 
nse in the case of Judge Samuel 
Gardner, who was a party to an 
egperiment in the court room, a 
large number of Dr. Johnston's pa- 
dag testified that his treatments 


were of benefit to them. 

Paraphernalia was shown in 
cgéurt to demonstrate the methods 
of treatment by “aetheronics,”’ as 
t practice was termed. Dr. H. C. 
Bennett of Lima, O., a witness for 
the defense, explained the meth- 
ods. 

‘Johnston testified his method 
consisted of starting “waves” which 
became active when they clashed 
with waves emanated by the hu- 
mian body. 

Judge Gardner, by Dr. Bennett's 
admission, did not respond to the 
experiment in which he voluntarily 
took a hand after watching De- 
fense Attorney William H. Cole- 
man in a similar experiment. 

Attorney Coleman had ~~ written 
figures on a bit of paper and 
showed them to Dr. Bennett. The 
paper was placed on a machine 
before the Court. Dr. Bennett ma- 
nipulated the machine and an- 
nounced the figure was 52, and said 
he felt manifestations of copper.

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NGESTIVE POISONS AS 
CAUSES OF DEAFNESS 


Doctor, Reporting on Research, 
Describes Treatment Produc- 
_ ing ‘Startling Improvements.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 30.—Dr. Mark 
J. Gottlieb of New York has re- 
ported to the American Academy 
of Ophthalmology and Otolaryn- 
gology the discovery of digestive, 
poisons, arising from incomplete 
intestinal digestion, which could 
cause more than one form of deaf- 
ness. 

He told also of a treatment in 
these casés which caused some 
“startling improvements” in hear- 
ing. 

“The findings,” he said, “are the 
result of eight years’ investigation 
in the hard of hearing research 
clinic at Beth Israel Hospital, New 
York. They were prompted by the 
fact that a great many deafened 
patierits suffer with disturbances 
of the stomach and intestines. 

“The specific complaints are 
heartburn, fullness for a long time 
after eating and alternate attacks 
of diarrhoea and constipation. Ac- 
companying these are headache, 
blurring of the vision and lassitude. 
These complaints ar® usually found 
to have been present before ad- 
vent of the hearing difficulty.

to the chain of evidence that deaf- 
ness in a large number of patients 
is due to some poison arising in the 
intestines.” 

The source of this poison was . 
found in partial fallure of the pan- 
creas. This organ supplies diges- 
tive ferments, trypsin for digesting 
proteins, amylopsin for sugars and. 
steapsin for fats. If any of these 
were insufficient, part of the food 
was undigested and poisons 
tormed. 

In a “very thorough examina- 
tion” of 41 deafened persons, Dr. 
Gottlieb said, 31 were found de- 
ficient in pancreatic ferments. “In 
many instances, the results showed 
that the patients had little or no 
digestion of one or more than three 
important classes of foods—pro- 
teins, sugars and fats. 

“Startling Improvements.” 

“Twenty-three of the 31 were 
treated by administration of po- 
tent pancreatic extract, and some 
very startling improvements result- 
ed in 20 of these. Just as soon as 
the pancreatic extract was stopped, 
or when not sufficiently powerful 
extract: was taken, the hearing 
gradually became worse again. 

“Many items in the problem still 
need clarification. It will require 
co-ordinated efforts of the chem- 
ist, biologist, pathologist, ophthal- 
mologist, internist and otologist to 
investigate the obscure problems 
which still lurk in the darkness of 
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much assistance will be required.” 

Ten of the 41 deafened had nor- 
mal intestinal digestion, and in 
their cases Dr. Gottlieb said deaf- 
ness was found associated with the 
following troubles: pituitary dis- 
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der and liver 4, pneumonia 1 and 
one undetermined.

For Prosecuting Attorney 


Arousing Greatest Interest 


Democrat Backed by Bar Association—Both 
Pledge Protection for H6me Brewers 
—Their Public Records. 


The contest between Police 
Judge Harry P. Rosecan, Repub- 
lican candidate for Prosecuting At- 
torney, and Eugene J. Sartorius, 
Democratic nominee, has  con- 
tributed toward lifting the present 
campaign from the category of 
“just another off-year election.” 

Speakers of both parties offer 
numerous arguments in an effort 
to stimulate interest in their tick- 
ets, but at each opportunity, those 
who attend political meetings re- 
spond spontaneously when an op- 
portunity is offered to display their 
enthusiasm to elect or to beat 
Rosecan. 

Both Sartorius and Rosecan 
pledged themselves not to prose- 
cute makers of home brew for 
home consumption, or flask car- 
riers. It is the duty of the Prose- 
cuting Attorney to prosecute mis- 
demeanor cases under State laws, 
including the bone dry act. 


Once a Postal Clerk. 

Twelve years ago, Rosecan was 
a postal clerk, studying law. After 
a controversy with Postmaster 
Colin Selph he resigned and start- 
ed practicing law. The Victor Mil- 
ler bandwagon hove into view on 
the political horizon and Rosecaa 
was among the first to seat him- 
self. Mayor Miller appointed him 
Police Judge in 1925 and reap- 
pointed him last year after Rose- 
can had failed of election as a 
Circuit Judge in 1928. 

This year, as in 1928, Rosecan 
is running without the indorse- 
ment: of the St. Louis Bar Associ- 
ation, which elected its complete 
ticket two years ago. In the race 
for Circuit Judge, Rosecan received 
the second highest vote among the 
nine Republicans nominated in the 
primary, but ran in eleventh posi- 
tion at the general election. 

However, last August, Harry H. 
Richards, endorsed in the Repub- 
lican primary by the Bar Associa- 
tion, was defeated by Rosecan by 
a vote of 59,079 to 20,254. Rose- 
can carried every ward except the 
Twenty-eighth, in which both he 
and Richards resided. 

The Canary Cab Case. 

As Police Judge, Rosecan 
pointed to the fact that he has 
considered 217,000 cases and that 
his experience qualifies him. for 
the position of Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, handling misdemeanor cases 
and paying a salary of $5000 a 
year, the same amount he receives 
on the city bench. 

Many cases of traffic violations 
come before the Police Judges. 
When Dinty Colbeck, Egan gang 
leader, was sent to Federal prison 
for mail robbery, the Canary Taxi- 
'cab Co., which he controlled, be- 
came bankrupt. The receiver for 
'the company asked _ the Circuit 
Court for permission to sue Rose- 


has 


can for $74.20, representing the 
value of 61 taxi rides charged 
against him, but which were 
marked “gratis” on the company’s 
books. 

lt was the contention of the re- 
ceiver that the company -was in a 
failing condition and that the com- 
pany should not have given free 
service to anyone. He was told 
that the accounts were Kept only 
as a record and not for collection. 
A similar claim for $148 was made 
against Alvin F. Hackman, Assis- 
tant City Counselor, in charge of 
prosecutions in Rosecan’s court. 

Receipts Never Produced. 

Rosecan and Hackman said they 
had paid their bills monthly and 
that they would try to find their 
, receipts. These receipts never have 
| been produced. - 
| A report by the Citizens’ Law 
| Enforcement Committee of the St. 
Louis Safety Council two years ago 
found that the Police Departnieat 
was efficient in traffic cases, but 
that 65 per cent of the con-i-tions 
for traffic violations in Rosecan’3 
court were followed by ]1-17':38 
and stays of execution. “There is 
a very direct relation,” the coin- 
mittee reported, “‘‘between strict or 
lax enforcement of traffic cogt!a- 
tions and the number of aut.mo- 
bile fatalities.” 

Election Day and Paroles. 

The percentage of stays and pa- 
roles granted by Rosecan with the 
approach of the 1°°8 primary vas 
almost three times as great as in 
1927, it was shown by the report 
of the Committee, which was 
headed by former Circuit Judge J. 
Hugo Grimm. 

It was Rosecan’s controversy 
with Postmaster Selph that first 
brought him attention. After he 
had resigned as a postoffice clerk, 
‘and had become attorney for the 
| Postal Reform Association, which 
| figured in efforts to remove Selph 
because of alleged autocratic meth- 
ods of administration, the Post- 
master charged him with insubor- 
dination and falsification of time 
records. Proof of such charges 
would have revoked Rosecan’s 
resignation and placed his name 
among those of discharged em- 
ployes. 

Nothing came of the charges 
against Rosecan. Selph’s discharge 
was recommended by two postof- 
fice inspectors but he served out 
the brief remaining part of his 
term, ending in January, 1922. 

Sartorius is indorsed by the Bar 
Association, and the Democrats 
have high hopes of electing him. 
He saw his first public service as 
secretary to James Allison, Public 
Service Commissioner under Mayor 
Rolla Wells. He also served as a 
Deputy Circuit Clerk and is a prac- 
ticing attorney.

In Addition, City’s Employment Bu- 
reau is Placing 100 to 
300 a Day.

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 31.—Fac- 
tories and shops in Detroit have re- 
called 3466 men this week, James 
N. Duncan, manager of the Mu- 
nicipal Employment Bureau, said 
today.

Harland Bartholomey Says 
St. Louisans Should Vote 
for Amendment to Get 


Improvement. 


BUILDING DESIGN 
CONTROL ESSENTIAL 


Asserts Excess Condemna- 
tion Law Will Relieve 
City of Consirerable Part 
of Project’s Expense. 


Proposition 6, for an amendment 
to the State Constitution giving 
cities the power of excess condem- 
nation, should be supported by St. 
Louis voters next Tuesday as a 
means of making possible the pro- 
posed central river front improve- 
ment, according to Harland Bar- 
tholomew, engineer of the City 
Plan Commission. 

Bartholomew, in ‘a_ prepared 
statement, declares Proposition . 6 
to be vital to the river front plan. 
It is necessary, he says, to provide 
control for the design of buildings 
to face the proposed open plaza 
spaces, and to provide a practica- 
ble means of financing the im- 
provement. 

“The central river front improve- 
ment,” Bartholomew says, “Is the 
result of many years’ study, and is 
a direct outgrowth of other phases 
of a comprehensive city plan, such 
as jnajor streets, transit, transpor- 
tation and zoning. 

Must Take All East of Third. 

“Those who contend that Prop- 
osition 6 is not vital to the river 
front project fail to understand its 
significance. First, all the land 
east of Third street must be taken 
in any event. After widening Third 
street the small remnants of land 
left would be unusable. Third 
street is 38% feet wide at present, 
and it is proposed that it shall be 
a double-deck thoroughfare 140 
feet wide. Lots on the east side of 
Third while varying in depth, av- 
erage 155 feet in depth. Witha 140- 
foot Third street, there would be 
left only about 63 feet of property 
between the new east line of Third 
and the present 16-foot alley. It 
would be foolish to leave such un- 
usable remnants facing a magnifi- 
cent new street. That is why all 
of the property east of Third must 
de acquired. 

“If the power conferred by 
Amendment 6 is available, it would 
be possible to dispose of the prop- 
erty between the new east line of 
Third street and the present west 
line of Second, in consolidated 
parcels, for single structures con- 
trolled as to height and general 
design that would be a creditable 
boundary for the river front plaza. 

“If the power conferred by 
Amendment No. 6 is not available, 
then all this property will be 
thrown into the river front plaza, 
the boundaries of which will then 
be the west side of Third street, 
the south side of Clark avenue, 
and the north side of Morgan 
street. All this property is now 
in private hands and in parcels 
of varying size. While it will de- 
velop with many new fine struc- 
tures, there will be no uniformity 
as to height nor any harmony 
whatsoever as to design. At best 
it will become a rather ragged, ir- 
regular development, which might

be compared with what one now 
sees along Michigan boulevard op- 
posite Grant Park in Chicago. 

“With the power conferred by 
Amendment 6, the sites which 
could be disposed of for build- 
ings of uniform design would re- 
sult in harmonious surroundings 
for the river front plaza, that would 
compare favorably with many of 
the famous plazas of European 
cities where great efforts have 
been spent upon _ architectural 
harmony and design. 

As to the financial aspect, 
Bartholomew says the cost of con- 
struction of the river front plaza, 
for land, structures and driveways, 
will be about $50,000,000, and that 
not more than $17,000,000 can be 
recovered by benefit assessments. 
This would leave $33,000,000 for 
the city to pay. If the consolidated 
parcels of land between new Thirid 
street and the river front plaza 
could be sold under restrictions, he 
says, the proceeds might ‘be $17,- 
000,000, or more than one-half the 
cost, thus reducing the required 
bond issue. 

The campaign for Proposition 6 
is being made by local organiza- 
tions in nearly 100 of the. 114 
counties of Missouri, according to 
reports received at the St. Louis 
headquarters, where Luther Ely 
Smith is in charge as _ general 
chairman.

Many Savages Taken in For- 
mosa, Where Uprising 
Cost 86 Lives. 


TOKIO, Oct. 31.—The capture of 
many head-hunting savages of the 
rebellious Taiyal tribe of Central 
formosa by the Japanese punitive 
expedition headed by Major-Gen- 
eral Kamata is reported in dis- 
patches from the island. 

The Japanese force, made up of 
2000 soldiers and police, occupied 
three villages near Musha, the 
scene of the uprising last Monday 
in which savages killed and be- 
headed 86 Japanese, 

The prisoners were taken in the 
occupied villages. Most of the sav- 
ages, however, had withdrawn into 
the wilderness after firing their 
huts. 

Japanese airplanes bombed rebel 


concentrations and mountain guns 
and machine guns were brought 
into action against the savages. 
Aviators reported the advance of 
infantry into the burning villages 
was continuing steadily. 

Several women of the.tribe were 
reported to have killed themselves, 
in accordance with custom, so their 
braves might ‘go into battle with- 
out family cares. 

Aroused by attempts to force 
them to labor on roads and other 
public works under Japanese dil- 
rection with little or no pay, the 
aborigines took to the warpath. 
They have frequently revolted dur- 
ing 25 years of Japanese rule. They 
attacked only Japanese.

IS NO. 6 CONSTITUTIONAL? 

The question has been raised as to whether Propo- 
Sition No. 6, providing for marginal] or excess con- 
demnation, is violative of citizens’ rights under the 
fourteenth amendment to the United States Consti- 
tution. A group of Kansas City lawyers, acting at 
the behest of that city’s Chamber of Commerce, has 
given the opinion that “the proposed amendment is 
not of itself violative of the Constitution of the

United States, but that it would not apply to or vali- 

|date any compulsory acquisition of private property 
for any other than public use.” 

One of the most frequently cited cases in this con- 
nection is one where the City of Cincinnati was de- 
nied the right to take a 25-foot lot adjoining a pub- 
| lie improvement. The Court held that this lot was 
not needed for beautifying or protecting the main 
improvement, but that Cincinnati's only purpose was 
recoupment, or resale at a profit to help pay for 
the improvement. On appeal to the U. S. Supreme 
Court, the decision was ratified, but on the ground 
that the ordinance under which the improvement. was 
made should have declared the use to be made of 
the lot. 

Thus, it would seem that whether Proposition No. 
6 would be workable or not depends to a large ex- 
tent upon the type of ordinance drafted under it. 
In a Kansas City case involving the constitutionality 
of an ordinance fixing the building line on a boule- 
vard, etc., the Supreme Court of Missouri held that 
“the taking for ‘public use,” when applied to land, 
is not limited to actual occupation by the public. 
Any regulation which tends to impair the enjoyment 
of property by affecting some right or easement ap 
purtenant thereto, may be, under special circum- 
stances, a public use within the meaning of the 
Constitution.” 

While the courts would not permit any Missouri! 
city under the proposed amendment to condemn land 
adjoining a public improvement solely to raise money 
to pay for it, they apparently would permit such 
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condemnation when it could be shown that it falls 
within the meaning of the term “public use”; that 
is, when the acquisition of such excess land is de 
manded for the fullest development and protection 
of the public’s investment. Nor seemingly would 
this preclude the resale of the land under such re’ 
strictions as would tend toward those aims. 
A FEW WORDS OF TRUTH. 

Former Gov. Smith of New York has effectively 
silenced the Republican politicians, big and little, 
who have been whimpering about the unfairness of 
the Democrats in charging the Republican party with 
responsibility for the business depression. No intel- 
ligent man believes any such thing, and no responsi- 
ble citizen, so far as we know, has made any such 
charge: The position of the Democratic party was 
stated by Mr. Smith in his Providence speech with 
characteristic clarity and honesty. He said: 

I do not believe, and I don’t believe that any 
Democratic leader in this country believes, that 
the Republican party is responsible for the de 
pression. We have too many brains. But we do 
blame the Republican party for promising a con- 
tinuance of prosperity when they knew they 
couldn’t do it. 

Everybody knows that the Republican party has 
plumed and paraded itself as the party of prosperity. 
Its accredited leaders have preached that doctrine 60, 
long that many of them, like the eminent Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court, have talked themselves 
into believing it. And they have persuaded a major- 
ity of the American people that the election of a 
Democratic candidate for President means hard times 
and the election of a Republican good times. 

Never was this argument more smugly, arrogantly 
dnd successfully employed than in the campaign of 
1928. Never was a candidate arrayed in such a re 
galia of superlatives as was Mr. Hoover. He was 
presented as the “miracle man” of our political his- 
tory, equipped as no predecessor in the office ever 
was to guide the nation to new heights of plenty. 
Mr. Hoover accepted the magician’s role. 

The myth is now exploded. Whether partisan 
sophistry can put Humpty-Dumpty together again, we 
don’t know. It has frequently done it. We have had 
panies under previous Republican administrations, 
though none so protracted as the present and nene 
so devastatingly disillusioning. 

That Mr. Hoover is open to criticism for his deport- 
ment during the depression cannot fairly be denied. 
He has made optimistic forecasts which events, un- 
fortunately, have not fulfilled. Statements have been 
matie by his Cabinet officers which, in the extent of 
unemployment, for example, have not squared with 
the facts, and in other instances have been more rosy 
than real. That he has done, and is doing, all that 
he can do, according to his philosophy, to relieve 
distress and hasten the return of prosperity, goes 
without saying. 

But there can be no question that the Republican 
party conducted its campaign two years ago on false 
pretenses, and its blunder, or its sin, has found it 
out. a 

Mr. Smith has told the truth. The man hae a rare 
talent for truth telling. It was this talent, plus his 
administrative skill and political sagacity, that made 
his governorship of New York a record of memor- 
able achievement. His few words in the Providence 
speech are the outstanding utterance of the present 
campaign. A plain, simple, truthful utterance, but, 
as the Baltimore Evening Sun observed, “it took Al 
to say it.” 
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PRAYERS IN ETHIOPIA. 

These are gala days, but also prayerful days in 
far-off Ethiopia. A new Emperor is about to take 
the throne, and on the Coptic priesthood rests heav- 
ily the responsibility of keeping him there. For two 
weeks preceding the coronation, 1000 bishops and 
lesser clergy, in magnificent regalia, have been busily 
praying in chorus and in relays, chanting hymns and 
blessing Ras Tafari’s three-pound crown, which lies 
before them, studded-with diamonds like peanuts in 
a candy bar. The Emperor-to-be and his consort join 
the night shift occasionally, remaining at their de 
votions till morning. And this will continue for a 
fortnight after the coronation is safely over. 

Ras Tafari has plenty of reason for long and in- 
tensive prayers, with all the helpers he can get. Many 
a head that once wore a crown is now in discreet re 
tirement beneath a fedora. Eloquence is lent to Ethi- 
opian petitions at remembering Wilhelm of Ger- 
many, Manuel of Portugal, Amanullah of Afghani- 
stan, Nicholas of Russia, Pu Yi of China, Ferdinand 
of Bulgaria, Karl of Austria, George of Greece, Meh- 
med of Turkey, Ahmed Mirza of Persia. And four 
gentlemen who only a few weeks ago wore presiden- 
tial silk toppers in South America are further object 
lessons to the fervent initiate. If Ras Tafari mixes 
plenty of good works with his prayers he may be 
able to keep the fabulous Ethiopian crown out of a 
museum or a Fifth avenue jewelry shop. 
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LEFT WAITING AT THE CHURCH.

WITH LITTLE LOSS 


Few Bricks and Chimneys 
Fall at Senigallia—Death 
List in Thursday's Tre- 
mors May Reach 50. 


By the An“ Ttaly, Oct. 31.—This 
region was shaken again today by 
an earthquake, almost 24 hours 
after the tremors which resulted 
in the loss of a number of lives 
a@nd did considerable property dam- 
age. Today the damage was less. 
A few bricks and chimneys fell at 
Senigallia. 

It appeared today that the total 
mumber of dead in yesterday's 
quake would reach 50. The police 
chief at Senigallia said thefe were 
$5 dead there and nearly 300 in- 
jured. In Ancona several per- 
gons scriously injured died during 
the night. It was expectcd that 
other casualties would be reported 
in the villages lying around the 
two cities. 

Senigallia has all the appearance 
of a war zone town. Carabinieri 
and black shirt Fascist militia have 
surrounded it and are Keeping out 
all persons except inhabitants and 
rescue workers. 


nearby beaches by persons who 
wished to sleep in them. 

Ten thousand persons of this 
city of 65,000 spent last night un- 
der army tents pitched in the pub- 
lic squares and on beaches. 

Hundreds of homes are in ruins 
and hardly a building for 50 miles 
along the coast is without cracks 
in its walls. Very old and very new 
houses suffered most, the former 
because they already were shaky 
and the latter because frequently 
they were of flimsy construction. 

Army kitchens today furnished 
the first food many sufferers had 
had since yesterday morning. 

Many houses lost their entire 
fronts in the quake, throwing open 
to public gaze bedrooms and din- 
ing rooms just as they were left 
by the fleeing inhabitants. 

There was one rather freakish 
aspect to the earthcuake area. 
Several villages in the vicinity of 
Ancona and Senigallia were un- 
touched by the tremor, which 
rocked the country all around 
them but did no damage at all,

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BORS AND BRIDE 
ARE BLESSED BY 
BULGAR CHURCH 


Crowns Held Over Heads 
of Royal Pair but Many 
Ritual Details Omitted to 
Satisfy Vatican. 


By ths Associated Press. 

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Oct. 31.— 
Czar Boris of Bulgaria and his Ital- 
ian bride, Princess Giovanna, today 
received the “nuptial benediction” 
of the Holy Synod of the Bulga- 
rian Orthodox Church in Sofia Ca- 
thedral. , 

The ceremony took place shortly 
after the arrival of the Czar and 
his bride in the Bulgarian capital 
from Bourgas, Black Sea port, and 
was accompanied by a colorful pop- 
ular welcome to the pair. 

There was no exchange of rings 
and certain other ritual details were 
omitted, thus satisfying the Vati- 
can’s demand that the Catholic cer- 
emony at Assisi last Saturday be 
considered the one valid and bind- 
ing. , 
On the other hand, Bulgarians 
were satisfied that, because the 
crowns of marriage had been held 
over the heads of the pair, that 
they drank out of the same chalice 
and that both had kissed the Gos- 
pel at the conclusion, the essentials 
of the Orthodox rite had been com- 
plied with. 

The Real Orthodox Dynasty. 

However, the president of the 
synod in his speech after the cere- 
mony took the occasion to congrat- 
ulate Boris on “founding at last 
the real Orthodox dynasty” so much 
wished for by the Bulgarian 
Church. 

It was noted that, while Boris 
made the sign of the cross in the 
Orthodox manner, Princess Gio- 
vanni, or Joanna, as she is known 
to her Bulgarian subjects, adhered 
to the Catholic style in which she 
was brought up. 

Tomorrow there will be a solemn 
religious service at the cathedral in 
honor of St. Ivan Rilsky, who is 
considered the patron of all named 
Ivan or Iionna. Both the Czar and 
his Queen will attend and. then 
will review cultural organizations 
and students of the kingdom, 

Today’s ceremony was attended 
by the Chief Rabbi and Mufti of 
Bulgaria, but not by the Papal Nun- 
clo. 

Fourteen Planes in Formation. 


Hovering above the royal party 
as it made its triumphal progress 
through a big municipal arch and 
thence to the cathedral were 14 
airplanes in a formation making 
the initial letter of Giovanna’s name 
in Bulgarian script. 

Before and behind the regal car- 
riage trotted a squadron of the 
royal guard. The guard of honor 
at the railway station was fur- 
nished by the cadet corps in red 
caps with black visors, blue tunics 
and trousers, white belts and bril- 
liant orange facing. 

They saluted the royal pair with 
a great cheer as they presented 
arms and the bands struck up the 
national anthem. 

Along a tapestry strewn with 
white chrysanthemums, Boris and 
his bride walked from the train to 
the waiting room where Premier 
Liaptcheff awaited them with oth- 
er Cabinet officials, members of 
the Royal household and represent- 
atives of the municipal govern- 
ment of Sofia. 

Czar a Handsome Figure. 

The Czar was a handsome figure 
in the dark blue full dress uniform 
with massed decorations on his 
breast and a vivid crimson sash 
about his waist, he was among his 
own people now, much more at 
ease than under the drizzle at As- 
sisi, 

He helped his Queen into their 
carriage as Prince Cyril and Prin- 
cess Eudoxia entered a carriage 
behind ‘them. It seemed as though 
all Sofia’s 250,000 were in the 
streets with other thousands from 
all over the country, lining the 
route along which the Royal party 
passed. 

Soldiers with bright red bands 
about their khaki caps kept the 
crowd at the curb and veterans of 
Bulgaria’s war of liberation swung 
along ahead and hehind in their 
baggy campaign uniforms. 

The famous Sokol gymnasts had 

brought their own bands, and 
smart young women from Sofia’s 
American School marched past the 
throng in bine uniforms with white 
collars. They carried the Ameri- 
can colors alongside the Bulgarian 
national banner. 
As the royal carriage reached 
the great municipal arch where the 
Mayor of Sofia waited to offer 
them the traditional bread and salt 
on a silver salver, a flock of white 
doves was liberated from the top 
of the structure, reminiscent of the 
pigeons of the Queen's girlhood at 
Venice and Trieste. 

The cathedral ceremony, con- 
ducted by. the president of the 
Holy Synod of the Orthodox Na- 
tfonal Church was a nuptial bene- 
diction, not a marriage cercmony. 
The two golden crowns were mere- 
ly held for a moment above the 
heads of the pair as a sign of bless- 
ing. % 


Royal Train Fired On Between 
Bourgas and Sofia. 

BUCHAREST, Rumania, Oct. 31. 
—A Sofia dispatch published here 
today reported that the royal train 
with Boris and his bride aboard 
was fired on last night at the 
Manole Station between Bourgas 
and Sofia. 

An unidentified man fired seven 
shots, one of which slightly wound- 
ed a soldier of Boris’ bodyguard, 
while another bullet struck the 


rifle of a second soldier. The as- 
sailant escaped in the darkness.

Fact Gives Rise to Rumor 
Paris Will Approve Entire 
Naval Agreement, Which 
Is Impossible Now.

PARIS, Oct. 31.—Some time this 
autumn, following the reopening of 
Parliament next week, France will 
ratify her signature to the por- 
tions of the London naval treaty 
which she signed. The project of 
the law for ratification has not yet 
been drawn up, but the Govern- 
ment wishes to follow the Ameri- 
can-Japanese and British ratifica- 
tion as closely as possible by its 
own limited ratification. 

News of this intention has led 
to a rumor that France is ready to 
sign the whole of the London naval 
pact. This is in fact an impossi- 
bility as there is nothing for 
France to sign in respect to the 
clauses signed by the three Powers. 

There is discussion, however, as 
to whether the moment is not ap- 
proaching when France could 
make a disarmament gesture which 
would be useful in lining her up 
with the other great naval Powers 
by letting the other signatories of 
the London agreement know she 
has decided to accept the limita- 
tion for the French navy which 
was discussed at London, and 
which can be put roughly at half 
the British naval tonnage. 

For France to express willing- 
ness to limit her navy to more than 
half of British tonnage would be 
a useless gesture on account of the 
British two-Power standard, it is 
argued in advancing this sugges- 
tion. But it is also said in respon- 
sible circles that mature consid- 
eration of what was discussed at 
London, in the light of a subse-

0 quent negotiations with Italy, may 


eventually lead France to inform 
America, Great Britain and Japan 
that she is ready to limit her fleet 
to half the British tonnage. 

While this has not been dis- 
cussed governmentally, it is sug- 
gested, however, that France in do- 
ing this would undoubtedly make 
a provision that she could only de- 
clare for such an engagement in 
case no other Power started a 
building program which was a 
menace to France. Such a provi- 
sion would be a method of heading 
off an announcement by Italy that 
it would do the same thing, there- 
by establishing parity, because the 
announcement by Italy could im- 
mediately be interpreted by France 
as announcement of a building 
program which, according to the 
French view, would give Italy dan- 
gerous superiority over France in 
the Mediterranean. 

France is a considerable dis- 
tance, however, from making this 
offer to sign the whole London 
pact, and it could not be done now, 
in any event, it is said officially, 
because negotiations with Italy are 
still in progress.

Surviving Engineer Asserts Ship 
Dived Steeply Before 
the Explosion. 


By the Associated Presse. 

LONDON, Oct. 31.—Engineer A. 
J. Cook, injured survivor of the 
R-101 disaster, today presented a 
graphic pictuer of the airship’s 
last moments to a commission in- 
quiring into the loss of the dirigi- 
ble. 

His arm in a sling and still un- 
der hospital treatment, Cook told 
the commission that he was in 
charge of the fourth unit engine 
from 8 to 11 on the night of the 
fatal flight and had resumed duty 
at 2 o'clock in the morning, a few 
minutes before the crash. 

He said he first noticed that 
something was wrong when the 
ship took a slight dive and the 
control room rang for reduced 
speed, 

Explosion Followed Second Crash. 

“As I turned the engine to slow,” 
he said, “the ship took a steep div- 
ing attitude. 1 took a quick look 
out of the window and as I did so 
the ship struck the ground. I 
stopped my engine instantly and a 
second crash came, followed by an 
ex plosion.” 

Cook said he had a feeling some- 
thing was happening after receiv- 
ing the order to slow down as the 
dirigible had been running at 
cruising speed for such a long pe- 
riod. 

The only thing at all unusual he 
had observed during the night was 
while he lay in his bunk between 
11 and 2. “I was quite close to 
the bottom of gas bags Nos. 8 and 
§, and I noticed they were surging 
about rather more than I had 
noticed on other flights,’’* he said. 
- It was a matter of seconds be- 
tween the first and the second 
times that the ship struck the 
ground. “The ship seemed to re- 
bound after the first bump,” he 
explained. 

Pushed Girder Aside With Back. 

Asked what happened then, Cook 
said: 

“IT tried to get out of the door- 
way of the car toward the ship, 
but found it was a mass of flames 
and the heat was terrific. So I 
turned back to the outboard side 
of the car and tried to get out. I 
found I was trapped because ofa 
longtiudinal girder had fallen 
across the openings. I lay down 
on top of the oil tank and gave 
things up. In a second I must 
have become desperate because I 
got up and pushed the girder to 
one side with my back, jumped 
over the side of the car and land- 
ed in some trees.” 

Cook described how he made his 
way out of the woods after beating 
out a fire on his overalls. In 
wandering about in a daze he had 
to pass the airship again and as 
he did so heard one or two minor 
explosions. 

Questioned further, he said the 
first dive the ship took was not 
steeper than usual. He thought 
the last dive, however, was the 
steepest he had ever experienced. 
The electric -light in his engine 
car was still on whin the second 
impact came and therew as noth- 
ing to indicate the light had given 
out before the actual explosion 
which was a long drawn-out rum- 
bling sound.

Tomato Rarebit. 

Mix one can of tomato soup with 
one-half cup hot water, one-half 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce and 
one cup finely cut soft cheese. 
Heat over a slow fire, stir- 
ring constantly, until the cheese 
is melted and the mixture 
hot and smooth. Season with salt 
if necessary, and add one ta- 
blespoon butter. Pour ocer thin, 
crisp slices of toast, or over toasted 
crackers and serve very hot. 

For variation and to make a 
heartier dish, strips of crisp bacon 
may be served on the rarebit, or 
a poached egg served with each 
portion. 

Apple Cocktail. 

Dice a firm red apple without 
peeling it. Mix with the pulp of 
oné Orange and one-half cup diced, 
canned pineapple. Next add one 
tablespoon powdered sugar and put 
the mixture into four sherbet cups. 
Chill and garnish with two or three 
of the small seedless grapes that 
are flavored with mint.

An oven should have an even 
heat if it is to bake successfully. 


This even heat is gotten by the cir- 
culation of hot air in the oven. 

If the oven is overcrowded with 
pans, or if the pans are incorrectly 
placed, the circulation is interfered 
with and it is difficult to obtain 
perfect results. 

When a long, slow cooking proc- 
ess is being. used, this makes little 
difference, but in quick baking, as 
for instance in the case of biscuits, 


muffins or cookies, care must be 
for better taken to make proper use of the 
oven. 
, Baking Quick Breads. 
resu ts If biscuits and cookies are baked 


in pans with high sides, the sides 
of the pan interfere with the cir- 
culation of heat, and the products 
will not bake so well as when 
placed on flat sheets. 

If the pans are so large that they 
entirely fill the oven shelves, they 
sometimes interfere with the proper 
circulation of heat; if two such 
pans are used, one above the other, 
the under side of the biscuits or 
Lcookies in the top pan will proba- 
bly not brown, and the top of the 
products in the lower pan may be 
similarly affected.

VARIETIES 


It’s time now for a box of apples 


in the basement—the modern - 
sion of a barrel of apples in The 
cellar—and there’s nothing tWat 
gives more of a feeling of. “having 
lots to eat” in the house, It must 
be a throwback to the days of 
feudalism and sieges when full 
granaries and cellars meant life 
and empty ones Starvation. 

But this is 1930 and we have an 
abundant supply of boxed apples 
of all sizes—the real reason for 
buying them by the box is for the 
economy. 

Apple sauce and apple pie still 
remain the favorites, but whole 
cook books are devoted to many 
other tasty and healthful apple 
creations. Here are a few: 

Apple Jonathan, 

Peel and slice very thin four 
large or five small apples; place in 
deep pudding dish or baking dish 
with two tablespoonfuls cold water. 
Make batter of one-third cupful of 
butter, one large cupful of granu- 
lated sugar, two eggs beaten thor- 
¢ | oughly, two large cupfuls flour, 
with four teaspoonfuls good bak- 
‘ ing powder and one teaspoonful 
galt sifted together, stirring well; 
then add flour. Blend the whole 
for five minutes, then pour over 
the apples; let stand five minutes 
before placing in oven; bake 30 
minutes. 

Sauce for Above. 

One and one-half cupfuls sweet 
milk, one tablespoonful butter, one 
half cupful sugar, two tablespoon- 
fuls cornstarch, three heaping ta- 
blespoonfuls raspberry jam. Place 
milk in porcelain dish over fire, let 
boil sldwly; mix butter, sugar and 
cornstarch together; add one-third 
cupful cold milk; mix pntil smooth, 
then stir slowly into the boiling 
milk: let boil five minutes, then 
remove from fire and add raspber- 
ry jam. To be served hot. 

Porcupine Apples. 

Select apples of equal size. Pare, 
core and took in syrup made of 
one cup of water to each half cup 
of sugar. Boil syrup down and roll 
the apples in it. Stud with 
blanched almonds; fill the centers 
with jelly. Arrange 6n a large plate 
with rolled wafers between apples.

Serve the hot sauerkraut piled in 
center of a large platter and sur- 
rounded by the crisp bacon and 
boiled potatoes, Pass gravy in sep- 
arate dish.

THE FAMILY: MENUS 


They Are Appetizing and Can 
Be Made Into a Number of 
Attractive Dishes. 


Now that the oyster season is 
in full swing try to include them 
frequently in the family bill of 
fare. 

They supply a good amount of 
iodine, which is necessary as a 
goitre preventive; they are easily 
digested and can be made into 
any number of attractive and ap- 
petizing dishes. 

When cooking them, remember 
to use a rather slow heat, and cook 
them for a short time. 

A savory oyster dish is named 
oysters a la Hibbs, 

For four servings use one dozen 
medium-sized oysters, one and one- 
fourth cups thin cream, one-fourth 
pound cooked fresh mushrooms or 
canned mushrooms, one-half cup 
flaked canned lobster, two egg 
yolks, one tablespoon butter, three 
or four tavlespoons sherry flavor- 
ing and one-fourth teaspoon -each 
of salt, white pepper and paprika. 

Mix the beaten egg yolks with 
the cream and seasoning; allow it 
to thicken over hot water, add the 
oysters, mushrooms and oyster 
crabs and let them get hot through, 
adding the sherry flavoring when 
ready to serve, with a dash of pap- 
rika to take off the pale-face look. 

Panned Oysters. 

Finely diced celery sauted in but- 
ter in a covered pan until tender 
makes a’ wonderful base for 
panned oysters. When the celery 
is tender, put in the oysters and a 
few drops lemon juice and cook for 
eight minutes. Serve on toast with 
the juice poured over the toast. 

Use salt sparingly, but be sure 
to use enough to fiavor the oysters, 
or they will be disappointing. 

Fried Deviled Oysters. 

Drain 28 oysters, dry and marin- 
ate in a dressing composed of hdif 
a cup of salad oil, half a teaspoon 
each of salt and paprika, one-quar- 
ter of a cup of vinegar, one tea- 
spoon of grated horseradish and a 
tablespoon of Worcestershire sauce. 

When they have stood for sev- 
eral hours again drain, roll in sea- 
soned crumbs, dip in beaten egg, 
again roll in crumbs and fry in 
deep, hot fat to a rich brown. 
Drain on brown paper before serv- 
ing.

NASHVILLE, Ill, Oct. 31.— 
Judge Silas Cook in the Washing- 
ton County Circuit Court this morn- 
ing granted a temporary writ of in- 
junction enjoining the Modern 
Woodmen of America, its officers, 
directors, agents, representatives 
and camp clerks from collecting 
the increased insurance rates passed 
on durimg the Head Camp meeting 
in Chicago in June, 1929.

PREMIER VENIZELOS TO VISIT 
GREEK PATRIARCH TOMORROW 


Call on Leader of Eastern Christen- 
. dom First of Nature in 
500 Years. 

ANGORA, Turkey, Oct. 31. —~ 
Premier Venizelos of Greece  to- 
morrow will call cu the Greek Pa- 
triarch Photius, an event which is 
hailed here as one of the most im- 
portant in Eastern Christendom 
since the Turkish conquest of Con- 
stantinople in 1453. This will be 
the first time in nearly 500 years 
that the political leader of the 
Greek nation will have paid hom- 
age to the ecclesiastical leader of 
Eastern Christendom. 

Observers point out that one 
striking aspect is that Premier 
Venizelos will visit the Patriarch 
with approval ef the Turkish Gov- 
ernment. Only five years ago the 
question of the Patriarchate’s posi- 
tion in Turkey flared up. At that 
time Turkey expelled on 24 hours’ 
notice the Patriarch Constantine, 
on the ground that he belonged in 
the category of exchangeable popu- 
lation. 

The Turkish Government’s’ ap- 
proval of tomorrow's visit is re- 
garded as assurance to the 100,000 
Greco-Turkish citizens of Istanbul 
that the Government does not be- 
lieve their religious attachment to 
the Patriarchate is detrimental to 
their loyalty to the Turkish State.

Ventura County (Cal.) Fighting

VENTURA, Cal., Oct. 31.—Fresh 
winds swept Ventura County’s two 
brush fires out of control today, 
driving them beyond several hun- 
dred fire fighters. The Moor 
Park-Simi fire which has swept 
more than 30,000 acres, leaped the 
Grimes Canyon road, held by the 
fire fighters as their last hope and 
raced into the canyon. 

The Malibu Mountainsfire, near 

the Conejo Grande on the Los An- 
geles-Ventura highway, became the 
more furious of the two. A stiff 
east wind chased it through Syca- 
more Canyon with such power, fire 
fighters were drixen out by the in- 
tense heat.

Bronchitis 


F rete the nose down to the mi- 


nutest air cells (spaces) in the 

lungs, the respiratory tract is 
lined with a sensitive lining known 
as the respiratory mucous mem- 
brane, 

This membrane is subject to in- 
fection and inflammation. When 
an inflammation develops, and it 
may develop in response to any 
irritant, either of a bacterial or 
other character, a number of char- 
acteristic symptoms appear. 


The membrane becomes swollen, 
red in appearance, and there may 
be local heat and pain. There is 
also a plentiful secretion of a thick, 
or watery, substance commonly 
termed mucus, 


The inflammation usually starts 
at one point, and if unchecked, 
tends to extend. In the more seri- 
ous conditions, the entire respira- 
tory membrane may become in- 
volved. 

The name given to this inflam- 
matory process depends upon the 
area involved, If in the nose, it is 
called rhinitis; when the larynx is 
involved, it is called laryngitis, 
and so on. 


In bronchitis, the mucous mem- 
hrane of the bronchi is inflamed. 
The bronchi are those hollow 
branching tubes which lead from 
the wind pipe to the small air 
spaces of the lungs. 


Bronchitis may be due to many 
causes. Those working in dusty 
trades are frequently subject to 
this condition. Dust is an irritant, 
and may cause an inflammation in 
the bronchi. Certain gases act in 
the same manner.

King, Queen and Duchess of York Wear Qld 
Clothes for Another Season—Prince ot 
Wales Buys New Outtits. | 


hard times in England hadn't 

gone far enough, what with un- 
employment and taxes and high 
prices, now comes the news that 
Queen Mary, the Duchess of York 
and the King of England are wear- 
ing their old clothes this season. 

Hundreds of middle-class gentry 
who in the past have received 
anonymous parcels of royal finery, 
will be obliged to patch and refur- 
bish without so much as a strip of 
royal braid. 

This season, when clearance time 
came for the royal wardrobe the 
Duchess of York had only two 
gowns to dispense with and the 
Queen only four that were pur- 
chased this year. The King’s cast- 
offs included less than half a doz- 
en suits. Only the Prince of Wales 
is keeping to last year’s standard, 
with an offering of suits, pajamas, 
hats, etc., worth at least £300. But 
this is far from being his only con- 
tribution. Through other sources 
he gives away probably £1000 
worth of clothes each year. 

Just for contrast, consider the 
royal clearance day record in the 
spring of 1928. Queen Mary sent 
20 gowns for distribution, 12 of 
of which were new that year. In 
1926 the Duchess of York listed 
nearly three dozen new style 
dresses for clearance. Before his 
illness King George always had 
dozens of suits packed for outside 
distribution,
